Professor Brock Declares His Faith tn 
Country to Be Treversed—Presents 
No Great Engineering Difficulties 
—Experiment Alone Can Prove

Ottawa, Sept, 19.—That the country 
through which the new Hudson Bay 
railway will run possesses agricultural 
and mineral possibilities that need 
only railway facilities to open them 
up was the substance of an inter- 
view given today by Prof. R. W. 
Brock, director of the Dominion Geo- 
logical survey, who has just returned 
from the trip on which he accom- 
panied Barl Grey through that coun- 
try. 

“While I had not time to make a 
thorough examination of any kind” 
said Prof. Brock, “I noticed one prom- 
ising looking belt on Etchimanis river 
up which we went. It was about 130 
miles long. There has of course been 
no prospecting in this district, owing 


to the difficulties of transportation. 
The railroad however, will supply a 
splendid base for this work As re- 


gards agriculture the country of 
course does not offer such advantages 
as does the prairie, Still there is a 
lot of land that could used for 
farming, north of Lake Winnipeg 
particularly. It would, however, need 
experimental farms to decide this 
question fully. There is any amount 
of water power available all through 
the country that is capable of develop-
